What is your real name and how old are you ? 

David Smith and l*m 23 years old. 

Where do you live ? 

I live in Leamington Spa, Warwickshire, with my mum. 

Is your mum pleased with what your doing ? 

She‘s very pleased, but she hates the music. 

How Ions have you been DJine now ? 

Ever since 1 was 16, for about seven years now. 

How did you come up with the name Ratty ? 

It's an old nick name. Whilst at school I used to have big 
teeth, 1 use to look a bit like a rat. Lucky enough I lost those 
teeth in a bike accident and replaced them with caps, they now 
look a lot better.

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What did you do when you first left school ? 

1 became an electrician for a couple of years. 

When made you decide to become a full time DJ ? 

All my mates said I would be really good, so I took their word 
for it and done it. Also my manager Danny gave me a lot of 
help and encouragement. 

What do you like best about being a DJ ? 

1 don *t have to get up early and you get a good night out. 

Do you think you made the righj deciscion and are you 
pleased with the wav vour career has 2 one ? 

Yes, espcially over the last couple of years, people have really 
started to take notice of my work. 

Where was the best event you 4 ve ever played at ? 

Perception at Circencester in 1991. 

This was also the first big break 1 
ever got. 1 managed to blag my way 
on to play that night and 1 was well 
chuffed because 1 got the crowd going. 

What about vour favourite club ? 

The two that 1 love the most have 
to be Quest in Wolverhampton, 

Milwaukees in Bedford and all 
Fibreoptic events. 

Where do you get vour records from ? 

1 get a fair few through the post. 

1 do buy most of my records out 
though from Fibreoptic in Leamington 
Spa and Basement Records in Reading. 

How many records do you take out with 

you on an average night out DJing ? 

About 100 records. 


How many records do you play in an 
average set ? 

Around 20 to 25 records. 

How many events do you play a night on average ? 

About 3-4 on a Friday and 2 on a Saturday. 

How far in advance are booked to play out ? 

My manager Danny is now taking bookings for July, but 1 *m 

not totally booked out between now and July. 

Have you ever played abroad ? 

Only in Germany so far. 

When do you think of the music scene in the UK ? 

I didn *t like the sound of the music at the end of 1992, too 
much Jungle. I liked some of it, but it was the same old 
breaks. The music this year has got a lot more feeling to it 
with a lot of dark sounds. 


Have you made any records yourself ? 

Yes, Vve made a couple with Tango which sold really well. 

What do you think of the rave scene at the moment ? 

Well / think the club scene is taking off again in a big way 
because it *s better value for money. 

What do you think will happen to the rave scene over the next 

year ? 

1 don't think the scene will grow any bigger in terms of 
numbers of people going out, but it will still be going strong. 

How do you see the music going in the future ? 

I think people will cut down on the breakbeat side and start 
mixing in a lot more techno. The bassline will be still there, 
but 1 think rave music will become more unified with other 
types of house music. 

Do you listen to any other types of 

music other than rave ? 

No, I don 4 t have time. 

Do you get any promoters do bad things 

against you ? 

There are a few promoters who knock me, 
but there‘s nothing 1 can do about it 
except never work for them again. 

Some promoters put your name on their 
knowing your not booked to p/ov, is there 

anything you can do aboul this ? 

No there's nothing I can do, except phone 
them up and have a good go at them. Also, 
I would need to think twice before playing 
for that promoter again.

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Which other DJ‘s do you rate out there ? 

For mixing Carl Cox, Easy Groove and Seduction. For music 
Groove Rider, Top Buzz, LTJ Bukem and Randall . There's a 
lot of good DJ's out there including unknown DJ's. It's 
ashame the unknown boys have great trouble making it. Two 
DJ *s to look out for in the future are Fallout and Tango. 

Have you any advice for any up and com in DJ's ? 

Basically, keep going and don't give up. Always try to be 
original and try not to copy any other DJ *s specific style. 

What‘s been your most embarrasine moment as a DJ ? 

Once, the last chewn of my set at the end of the night, I put 
the record on at the wrong speed, I put on 45 RPM instead of 
33 RPM. 

What are your anbitions over the coming year ? 

To go and play abroad and to make a lot more records. 

Finally . we here your DJ not on the telephone, why is this ? 
Basically l don 7 want people to phone me for work, 1 want 
them to phone my manager Danny. Also, you get a load of 
dodgy phone calls. 1 did once try to get a mobile, but they 
turned me down. 

Finally\ any messages for anybody out there. 

Yes, abig shout out to Danny of Fibreoptic (my manager), 
Karl and Gerald from Quest, Neville and Luke of Banging- 
Tunes, Gideon of Obsession, Mickey of Amnesia House, Chris 
at Vision, Paul, Mark & Paul of Pandemonium, Nick Sellers, 
Phil from Dynamix, Des at Milwaukees, Phil & lee of 
Basement Records and anybody who have helped over the 
years.

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We've all heard of The Edge, from Scotland to 
Cornwall, from Wales to East Anglia. Some say 
it‘s good, others say it‘s blinding, but most of us 
agree, that once you've been there it's the place 
to be.

When The Edge kicks, it kicks. It is the home of some of 
the best rave/club nights ever staged in this country. Playing 
host to only the best DJ‘s including Carl Cox, Ratty, 
Phantasy, Top Buzz, Slipmatt, Swan E, Pilgrim, Groove 
Rider, Fabio, the list is endless. 

So lets take a walk round this famous old club formely 
known as the Eclipse. 

THE EDGE 

Based in Lower Ford Street, Coventry. The club towers 4 
stories high in the heart of Coventry. With loads of cheap 
parking, there's no problem finding spaces to throw your 
car into a spot and run like f**k to the entrance. You reach 
the doors, go in and your straight away into another world. 

On the ground floor you find the chill out lounge. You can‘t 
help, but jump on to those triangular pillars. From here you 
can chat like hell to fellow ravers or just mong and watch 
the giant projections cast against the walls. Anyway enough 
of that, lets go up the stairs to the first floor. 

Here we find the Juice Bar. Basically it's a room where you 
can hear the best tracks from yesteryear to help you relax 
and perhaps full asleep or whatever. That 4 s enough old 
music for one night, lets climb the stairs to the second floor. 



Now it 4 s starting to get going, at last we find out what the 
club is all about. Hardcore, or as Mix Mag say Ardcore. 
Perhaps one day they will learn how to spell Hardcore and 
find out the true meaning of the word. As we walk into the 
hardcore room your suddenly hit by steam, sound and light. 
The sound is pucka and totally built into the dance platforms 
and stage to create an excellent dancing arena. As ears start 
to explode with the sounds of bass, breakbeats and 
frequencies you can 4 t help but dance to create your own 
steam. Oh yer by the way, if the floor starts moving don‘t 
worry. It is built to move to give you the ultimate in frills. 
Now we are talking losing those pounds as you move your 
waiste to the bassline. To blow your mind away and 
out, now you have no choice but to be zombead and dance 
the way through the night. 


There is one more floor, for yet we must explore. Tear 
yourself out of your transfix, head towards the door and go 
up the stairs again towards heavens gates. Enter the one and 
only balcony. The perfect place to watch the nutters in the 
crowd stomping or whatever it 4 s called, whilst you relax or 
dance to the thumping tunes. 



Who say‘s hardcore rave is dying. That‘s bollocks. There 
are to many narrow minded people trying to convince you 
that rave is dead. These people are either old or Mix 
Magged to realise that hardcore is the young peoples choice. 
Don't let these people fool you. Hie Edge is not a 
monument for hardcore rave, but a place of worship and so 
will it continue to be over the coming years. Hardcore may 
change, but it will always be there for the fbreseable future. 
Anyway, enough of that for this issue, more next issue (so 
watch out trendies). Back to the club 


Entry cost to The Edge can vary from week to week as 
sometimes there are promoters in doing special nights such 
as Fibreoptic + Quest, ESP, Amnesia House plus many 
more. So entry varies from between £10 to £20 - Value tor 
money. 


Finally, The Edge is a club well worth visiting, with safe 
security who don't bother you all night, friendly ravers with 
a good atmosphere and everything you need to make the 
night a blinder.

One that stands out was our first PA outside 
Peterborough. He went on stage and were really nervous. The 
place was packed and our music started. At this point a 
photographer ran across the stage and tripped over our mains 
leads. Everything went totally dead. He stood there looking 
at each other in total disbelief, it was a nightmare. Lucky 
enough the crowd were brilliant, we sorted our selves out and 

carried on with the PA. 


Hhat made you chose the name Shades Of Rhythm 


All three of us where sitting around trying 
to think of a name. He sat down and came up 
with one word at a time. At first we weren't 
to sure of the name we had chosen for the 
band, but as time went on it grew on us and 
we knew it was the right name due to two 
reasons. Firstly, we are all different shades 
of colours - 1 black, 1 white and 1 brown. 


Secondly, weve played many different shades

Our first proper big break was at the Astoria in London. 
Although prior to appearing at the Astoria we got pressed 
1000 copies of our first album and distributed them our 
selves. He didn't realise the impact we had made on the rave 
scene with our 1000 albums until we played at the Astoria. He 
went down really well, so we suppose we gave our selves our 
first big break. 


Hhat is the biggest hit you've had to date ? 

Ecstacy in 1991. It reached number 14 in the national charts 
and we even played on Top Of The Pops. Speaking about 
T.O.T.P., they were so unprofessional, they whole set up 
there was shit. For example, the backing singers voice came 
out louder then the lead singers. He only went on the show in 
the first place to show the people out there what our PA was 
like at raves. 


Hhat did you do after the Ecstacy record ? 

By now we had built up a really good following and our record 

company wanted us to produce another top 20 hit, but that is 
not what the band is about. He are a spontaneous band and 
what ever we are feeling comes out in our music and we are 
unwilling and unable to churn out tunes for the charts. 


Are you influenced by any particular type of music ? 

No, we like to vary our music and try not to get stuck into 
rut with one type of music, say for example ragga or jungle. 
He have such a broad scale of music we are influenced by many

Finally, any messages to anybody out there. 

Yes, we would like to wish our thanks to our parents for 
their support and all the others who have helped including 
Prodigy, Bizzare Inc, N Joi, our manager Ronnie, all the 
original promoters who are in it for the right reasons (you 
know who you are).

He has now established himself as one of 
the best artists around, lets look at how his done it and what 
his plans are for the future ... 

When did you first start drawing ? 

Since Junior school, back in the good old 60's, I used to draw 
pictures of robots from lost in space. 

Did you 20 to any colleges to progress your drawing skills ? 
I done a years foundation course, then 1 done a 3 year 
graphic design course. I was going to be a graphic designer, 
but I couldn *t get a job as one, so I changed to illustrations. 
What was your first break, through within illustration work ? 

I started doing illustrations for computer games. Tve done 
computer game covers for Atari, Firebird, Logo Tron, Micro 
Value plus many more . 

After computer games, what did you move on to next ? 

I moved on to covers for records. Companies 1 have worked 
for include Kickin Records, Renegade Sound Wave, the 
Scientists, Wish Doctor, Messiah, The Rat Pack plus others. 
When did you do your first rave flyer ? 

Last year for Rave World. 



How many rave flyers have you done to date ? 

About 12 now. 

Does the promoter or yourself come up with idea for the 
design of the flyer ? 

Basically, half and half. The promoter comes to me with a 
basic idea, then I enlarge on their idea. For example the 
Peace Fest flyer with the funny faces, the promoter said draw 
a funny face and thats what 1 came up with. 

How long does it take you to draw your pictures ? 

1 always quote 7 days because 1 usually have other things to 
do. 

if you had too much work on at any time . would you turn jobs 

away ? 

No, I would never turn work away. I would juggle the 
deadlines to ensure everybody gets their artwork on time. 
What stages do you go through from the idea to the finished 
artwork ? 

The first stage is to meet the client and come up with the idea. 
From there the idea is sketched, then I will start designing it 
properly. Next stage is to cut and mask the artwork before 
starting to spray with the air gun. 

Which rayeflyer have you enjoyed doing the most ? 

Well I don 7 have a favourite, I like them all, but I don 7 think 
Tve reached my peak yet. 

So what's your ambition over the next couple of years ? 

Well, I would like to get into advertising art.

So here we are the time is lust coming up to 1.00am and I’m 
standing outside Busby’s in good old London Town. I'm 
waiting for the "Bad Boy” and he’s a little bit late. Still there 
is plenty to see, standing on the pavement. London never 
seems to sleep and its buzzing. Suddenly I get a slap on the 
back and Donovan "Bad Boy" Smith has arrived. With him 
are 3 good friends, who I’m quickly introduced to before we 
go inside. There’s "Nobby", "Bear" and then "Buster", who’s 
the "Bad Boys" brother and No. 1 M.C. Down stairs we go to 
the Is and 2s. It takes the Bad Boy" about 5 minutes to 
choose the 1st tune, he’s going to play in his set. He’s already 
had a word with the DJ. He’s following to find out the last 
tune that he will be playing. Tonight here in Busby’s there’s 
about 1000 kickin ravers and the Bad Boy" wants to give 
them the best. 



While he’s waiting to do his stuff, me and the "Bad Boy" have 
time for a quick chat. I asked the "Bad Boy" what time he 
had left Gloucester this evening. The Bad Boy" told me he 
left Gloucester around 8.00pm and went to the "Gold Diggers" 
Club in Chippenham to play the 10 - 11pm spot. He reckons 
there was about 1100 people in the house tonight. He then left 
"Gold Diggers" at around 11.30pm ancT drove up to London 
via the M4 to "Busby’s". After playing "Busby’s" he has half 
an hour to get across to Holloway to play at the "Rocket" Club 
at 3.00am. I then went on to ask the Bad Boy" how long he 
had been A DJ, he told me he had been DJ’ing for 16 years. 
So the next logical question was how old are you mate? Over 
21 he replied. The first venue that he played many years ago 
was the "Roundabout" Club in Gloucester and the first big 
venue that he played was "Fantazia". He told me that this was 
his 7th or 8th appearance at "Busby’s" and along with 
Milwaukees, Stems, Interdance and Gold Diggers this was one 
of his five favourite clubs that he likes to play. His best night 
ever was at "Elevation the Payback II". He said that it was 
the maddest, baddest most kicking night he has ever had. 

He then went on to talk about the music scene at the moment. 
The "Bad Boy" thinks that at the moment it is a bit mixed and 
muddled up right now, and thinks that over the next coming 
months the scene will become more progressive and a lot more 
originality coming into the music scene, because in his words 
at the moment it’s all sample sample and not a lot of 


originality. The "Bad Boy" told me that he has just released 
a tune of his own called "Obsession" on the "Ruffbeat" Label. 
So any of you "Bad Boy" fans out there should rush out to 
their nearest hardcore music store and give this tune a listen. 
I then asked the "Bad Boy" how many spots he placed on an 
average weekend, he told me he plays between five and six on 
average, obviously sometimes there are more and sometimes 
there are less. The "Bad Boy" told me that he gets booked to 
appear at various venues between three or four months in 
advance. This is not surprising as he is one of the country’s 
most popular hardcore DJ’s. 

I then asked the "Bad Boy" what other DJ’s that he admires, 
he told me he has four - "Topbuzz", "Fabio", "Randall" and 
"LTJ Bukem". But he also said as pure entertainers he 
thought "Carl Cox”, "Ratty" and "Easy Groove" were 
probably the best in the country at the moment. The "Bad 
Boy" reckons that the best up and coming DJ to keep your eye 
on is "Swan E". We then talked about the other types of 
music that the "Bad Boy" likes to listen to when he is relaxing, 
he told me that soul is his favourite, after all he said, I started 
out as a soul DJ playing all them great tunes from way, way 
back. Me and the "Bad Boy" then reminisced over our 
avourite otis reading tracks. At this point it was time for the 
"Bad Boy" to go and rip up some wax. The club MC 
announced him to the crowd and the house went wild. During 
the set he played the "Bad Boys" brother and the House MC 
done their stuff as well. In my opinion the "Bad Boy" played 
an absolutely blinding set. The hour that he was on seemed to 
fly past and all too soon he was digging into the 80 or so tunes 
that he had with him to find the last tune in his set. 

As we got outside "Busby’s" I managed to drag the "Bad Boy" 
into that all night cafe next door for a few more questions. I 
asked him what he thought of the club scene is a lot better than 
the big time raves at the moment, and that is how it should be, 
back on the ground because that is where it should really be 
happening. I asked the "Bad Boy" what his ambitions were for 
the future, he told me that he would really like to travel the 
world. He also said that he had just come back from Australia 
and he had a blinding time. The "Bad Boy" said that he would 
like to put the record straight about the Australian scene at the 
moment. Over in Australia they have ripped off every name 
that the british have got ie. "Fantazia", "Dreamscape" etc. 
This is because the british have set the trend for raves, and the 
Australian promoters are going to use these big names to 
promote it out there. The "Bad Boy" reckons that this is a 
bonus to all the U,K. DJ’s because it gets them work out 
there, and he sees it as an advantage although he does 
acknowledge that it is a blatant rip oi of the british promoters. 
The "Bad Boy" said that the ten days he was out there with 
"LTJ Buken" and "Lisa" were the best of his life. The 
Aussies are much more laid back than over here and although 
he was working it was more like a paid holiday. One of the 
things that the "Bad Boy" said will stay with him from 
Australia was how loud, clear and clean the sound system is 
out there. The word rave is not a dirty word to the Aussie 
Authority’s and people can party as and when they want. I 
could see that his car had pulled up outside and although it was 
2.45 in the morning he really had to leave now if he was going 
to get to the "Rocket" Club for his 3.00am spot. So finally the 
"Bad Boy" asked me to pass on his respect to the following - 
Gideon, James, Ray Spence, Murray of ESP, Des at 
Milwaukees, Mensa Chris and the Geezer, Gerrald, Paul and 
Paul, Elevation, Kiss FM, Record Basement, Nikky and Ray, 
Rusty Records, Miff and Ashkey, Goldie at Reinforced, 
Raymond at Production House and an extra special shout goes 
out to the Juice Man, and Finally a big big shout to all the 
Gloucester crew. And anyone I have forgotten to name, you 
know you have my respect.

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DJ Phantasy, Blaze's very own jet setting star, this 
month reports back to us on the happenings over in the 
land of Canada. Our man Phantasy visited Canada 
very recently along with MC Reality, Goldie & DJ 
Freebase (Linford) of the Rufige Cru, plus N.R. G. 
from Chill Records. The whole load of them piled over 
for 4 days for 1 nights work. Sounds good to all us 
ravers, but they are among the best and they deserve 
it totally. Anyway, lets put DJ Phantasy's mouth into 
overdrive and find out what's going down. 



Well I*ve got quite a bit to say about the Canadian rave 
scene (especially the scene in Toronto). So lets start with 
raves in general. 

Over in Canada all the events are generally held in 
Warehouses and not clubs. The venue we actually played in 
was in a warehouse with a film set, which looked a little like 
a builders yard, but nobody minded because the ravers 
didn't know any better as the scene is still very young in 
Canada and they are used to these types of venues. 

The average attendance of a rave in Canada is about 2000 
people, where ravers pay $20 to get in. They go all night 
the same as in this country, 9pm to 7am on average. 

Stop there Phantasy , I must ask you what sort of music 
was you playing over there and what sort of music do they 
usually play ? 

The music we all played was a bit faster than what the 
Canadians were used to. In Canada they play British Tracks, 
but the difference being they play 33 RPM records at 45 
RPM, then they slow it down by putting the DJ slide on 
minus 8 RPM. This is to try and get the speed going. 
Another thing the DJ*s done over there, was they might be 
playing a record which goes along at 140 Beats Per Minute 
(BPM), then the DJ would slow it straight down with the 
next record to around 120 BPM. This didn't sound too 
good. The music we played went down really well and 1 
think the breakbeat scene is ready to explode over in 
Canada in a big way. The DJ*s to make it explode are the 
4 or 5 big boys out there, who include Jungle PHD, Chris 
Shepherd, John E & Peter The Greek. 


What are the ravers like out there ? 

There great, no attitude and very easy to get along with. 
The ravers are not into colours like in this country, they just 
looked ordinary. 

Any funny stories whilst you where out there ? 

It was one big laugh all the way through, but one thing 
which stuck in my mind was an incident that happened on 
the last day whilst at the airport. We where doing a TV 
interview and alot of people had gathered around to watch. 
Well everybody in the crowd thought Goldie of the Rufige 
Cru was Ice T, so he played along with it. He went up to a 
young lady and kissed her on the cheek, muttering the words 
\take that kiss back home to your husband and kids * in a 
broad Canadian accent. Everybody really beleived Goldie 
was Ice T, but I don *t know whether that made the national 
papers or not. 

Talking of national newspapers, I was in one in Canada. 

WhaPs this all about then Phantasy ? 

Well, Pm quiet proud of it really, I made the national 
papers which made me the first international artist to get 
into a Canadian National paper. Pm also sure that this will 
help when Goldie and I go back to Canada in the near 
future. 

Anything else you can remember about Canada ? 

Yes, when we first got there we went to a record shop where 
we came across a load of bootleged tapes from British DJ *s 
such as Carl Cox, Fabio, Groove Rider, Slipmatt + many 
more. It was quite good being half way across the world 
and seeing loads of British artists work there. 



Anyway Phantasy , I think that ( s enough now. Thanks for 
your time and keep up the good work. We look forward to 
hearing some more from you on your experiences from 
around the world...

Welcome to a new column to Blaze Magazine, H Sound Advice". 
It *s not hardcore, but Techno and progressive. 

Well, lets get to business... 

1 must mention Ain 7 It Rough ’ by the Dave Jay Project, released 
through Sub Base subsidiary Fruit Tree Records. It was in fact 
released earlier this month, but it's far too classy to overlook just 
for the sake of release dates. Do you like your vocals? If so, go 
straight out and buy this. If vocals aren 7 your thing, buy it 
anyway, and just listen to the instrumental flip side. Housey? 
Progressive ? Percussive ? Whatever, all three if you like. I just 
reckon its the bollocks! The Atomic Label have two release 
through A &M at this time, Rio and Expansions. Rio have *Missing 
You ' in all its varied mixes, but if forced to make a decision, TU 
choose the 4 Eponymy Dub* for its trancy sounds. However, 1 
expected more from Richie Malone *s Expansions - who brought us 
Elevation some three or so years ago. Maybe it was even further 
back than that? Regardless, this isn 7 any way near as ground- 
breaking - predictable vocals Lift your hands and raise your 
voices, Shout out loud to the sky, We can be as one ' - sorry, 2 out 
of 10for originality. Tm not usually one to slag records off, but 
then perhaps its asking too much for an Elevation part 2? 

Rising High have been releasing a LOT of quality trance and 
techno tracks of late, and the Solenoid EP by N Trance is a 
welcome addition. Produced by long time Rising High member 
Pete Smith, there's four tracks present, 4 Solar Power \ and 
4 Solenoid ’ on the A side, and being the title track, it f s also the best 
track on here (to these ears). *Space Ghetto * is on the flip side 
(two mixes), and is a more acidic trancy tune. 

It's techno time again - Directional Force on the new Magnetic 
North label have a stunning four tracker on offer. The last 
releases on this label have met with enthusiastic responses all over, 
and once again they've given us pen pushers something to get 
excited about. From the sublime to the frantic, but techno 
nonetheless. *One Thousand ' is a laid back melodic number, 
followed by the 4 Stealth ' - life 4 Deuteron Mass*. AIphalink ' is 
headfuck Rotterdam style, and 4 Choice f returns to the laid back 
synth sounds in a similar way to 4 One Thousand *. 2 Unlimited can 
take a hike if they think they know techno! Speaking of Stealth, as 
1 was not so long ago, Tve got two new releases on this 
consistently strong label to recommend. Exposure team with DJ 
Philippe on the sparse 4 Desola J (two mixes), although fans of the 
more typical Stealth tunes will go for the flip side with 4 Party 
Claps ’, a bouncy housey tune with a guitar break to beat TCI992 
hands down, and Merry-Go-Round, a stompin housey tune. The 
other Stealth release for this month is 4 Free ' by Deborah Wilson, 
an Italian/Dutch team effort with, oddly enough, an Exposure mix, 
so these two should mix nicely. The bonus beats are the dogs 
bollocks! Every home should have a Stealth record! Fabulous 
Records re-release the 4 Seat & Groove ' EP, and for anyone who 
might already have bought it first time around, buy it again - 
totally transformed. I’m pleased to say. Mad bastards into the 
4 poing-ier ’ tracks around should check out the B side for some 
pure madness in the Lenny D & Adam X Kick Up the Acid 1 mix, 
followed by the 166bpm (no, not a misprint) Chipmunk mix - take 
it easy. 

So there it is for this month - stay tuned for next month’s action- 
packed round-up. by lan Lloyd
